1. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-Section (1) of 

Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 

1967), (hereinafter referred to as “the Act”), the Central 

Government has vide Notification No. S O. 2568(E) dated 13 th 

November, 2011, declared the MEITEI Extremist Organisations of 

Manipur, namely, (1) The Peoples Liberation Army (PLA)“ (2) The 

Revolutionary Peoples Front (RPF) ; (3) The United National 

Liberation Front (UNLF); (4) The Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of 

Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army”; (5) 

The Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, also 

called the “Red Army” ; (6) The Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL); 

and (7) The Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF), along with 

all their factions, wings and front organisations (hereinafter 

collectively referred to as “the Meitei Extremist Organizations” ) as 

Unlawful Associations. 
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2. In the said notification it is stated that the Central 

Government is of the opinion that the activities of the MEITEI 
Extremist Organisations are detrimental to the Sovereignty and 

integrity of India and that if the Unlawful Activities of the Meitei 

Extremist Organizations are not curbed and controlled 

immediately, they would take the opportunity of:- 

(i) mobilizing their cadres for escalating their secessionist, 
subversive, terrorist and violent activities; 

(ii) propagating anti-national activities in collusion with 
forces inimical to sovereignty and integrity of India, <- 

(iii) indulging in increased killings of civilians and targeting 
of the police and security force personnel; 

(iv) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the international border; 

(v) extorting and collecting huge funds from the public for 
their unlawful activities. 

3. It is further stated that these extremist organizations have 
openly declared the formation of an independent Manipur by 
secession of Manipur State from India as their objective and they 
have been employing and engaging in armed means to achieve 
the aforesaid objectives. Further, they have been attacking the 
security forces, the police, the Government employees and law 
abiding citizens in Manipur, indulging in acts of intimidation,

extortion and looting of civilians for collection of funds for their 
organizations, making efforts to establish contacts with sources 
abroad for influencing public opinion «and for securing their 
assistance by way of arms' and training for the purpose of 
achieving their secessionist objective and they also have been 
maintaining camps in neighboring countries for the purpose of 
sanctuary, training and clandestine procurement of arms and 
ammunitions. For the aforesaid reasons and grounds, the Central 
Government came to the conclusion that the said organizations 
were unlawful associations. 

4. The Central Government, while declaring the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations as “Unlawful Associations" under the Act 
for a further period of two years w.e.f. 13.11.2011, also considered 
the following grounds 

' Continued espousal of the policy of secession of 
Manipur from India. 

ii. Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India. 

iii. Continued adoption of violence and terror through 
armed action as means for achieving their objective. 
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iv. Extortion and illegal collections from the public. 

v. Links and support to other North-East Under Ground 
outfits including those outfits who have been declared 
unlawful associations under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967. 

vi. Procurement of large quantities of sophisticated arms 
and ammunition through clandestine channels. 

5. The Central Government declared the Meitei Extremist 
Organizations as Unlawful Associations vide its Notification No. 
2568 (E) dated 13 th November, 2011. In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Act, it also 
constituted this Tribunal vide Gazette Notification No. S.O. 2764 
(E) dated 9 1h December 2011, for the purpose of adjudicating 
whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the said Meitei 
Extremist Organisations to be Unlawful Associations as required 
by Sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the Act. 

6. On the aforesaid reference having been made, this Tnbunal 

vide order dated 20 th December. 2011 in pursuance of the 
provision of Section 4{2) of the Act, issued notices to the aforesaid 
Meitei Extremist organisations to show cause within 30 days from 


i 
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the date of the service of the said notices as to why the said 
Organizations should not be declared unlawful. This Tribunal also 
directed that the notices be served in the fpllowing manner: 

(i) By affixing a copy of the notice at some conspicuous 
part of the office(s), if any, of the Associations; 

(ii) By serving a copy of the notice, wherever possible, on 
the principal office bearers, if any, of the Associations; 

(iii) By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of 
loudspeakers, the contents of the notice in the area in 
which the activities of the Associations are ordinarily 
carried on; and 

(iv) By making an announcement over the radio from the 
local or nearest broadcasting station of the All India 
Radio: 

(v) By pasting the notice on the Notice Board of the office 
of the District Magistrate or the Tehsildar at the 
Headquarters of the District or the Tehsil. as the case 
may be, in which the principal office(s) of the 
Associations are situated and 

(vi) By publication in a national newspaper in English and 
in one vernacular newspaper of the State of Manipur in 
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which the activities of the aforesaid organizations a-c 
ordinarily carried on. and which are under circulat r on ,n 
the State of Manipur. 

7. The Tribunal also directed its Registrar to supervise the 

service of notices The report of the Registrar as regards service 
of notices was also filed. The affidavit of service was filed by the 
Union of India. 

8. From the material placed on record as well as report of the 
Registrar of the Tribunal, the Tribunal was satisfied that the notices 
had been duly served on the aforesaid organizations/associations 
as per the directions of the Tribunal as prescribed under Rule 6 of 
the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968. 

9 . In spite of opportunities having been afforded by Tribunals 
orders dated 20 th December, 2011, 07 th February, 2012, 16 th 
February, 2012 and 20 th March, 2012 to the Meitei Extremist 
Organizations to file their replies/affidavits and have themselves 
represented before the Tribunal on the dates of hearing, none of 
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the organizations has made any appearance, nor has any cause 
been shown in response to the notices. 

10. In the hearing of the Tribunal held at Shillong on 12 th March, 

2012 evidence of PW-1, Mr. Devesh Deval, Joint-Secretary 
(Home), Government of Manipur and PW-2, Mr. Hopson Sapam, 
Sub Divisional Police Officer Bishnupur ( Manipur) was recorded. 
During the course of hearing on 13 th March, 2012, on the request 
of the counsel for the State of Manipur, two more witnesses were 
allowed to be produced and the evidence of Mr. N.Madhunimai 
Singh, SDPO, Imphal (West) and Mr. Lenin Lamabam, SDPO, 
Moiring was deferred. The matter was fixed for hearing on 20 lh 
March, 2012 at Delhi. 

s 

11 . On 20 th March, 2012, the evidence of PW-3, Mr. J.P.N Singh, 
Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, who had 
filed his affidavit by way of evidence, was recorded and the matter 
was fixed for hearing on 3 rd and 4 th April, 2012 at Guwahati. 

12 . On 3 rd April, 2012 the following Police officers of the 
Government of Manipur, who had filed their affidavits by way of 
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evidence, were examined on oath and their depositions were 
recorded:- 

PW-4 Mr. Hushne Jaman. AddJ. S.P. (LU) Imphal East Distt., 
Manipur 

PW-5 Mr. Lenin Lamabam, SDPO, Moirang, Manipur, 

PW-6 Mr. S. Ibomcha Singh, DSP, Commando, Imphal 
West, Manipur. 

PW-7 Mr. N. Madhunimai Singh, SDPO, Imphal (West), 
Manipur; 

13. During their examination-in-chief, all the aforesaid witnesses 
admitted their signatures on their respective affidavits and 
tendered their affidavits along with all the exhibits mentioned 
therein, as a part of their evidence. 

14. None appeared before this Tribunal for the aforesaid Meitei 
Extremist Organizations for cross-examination of the witnesses 
inspite of affording opportunities as aforementioned. The 
witnesses were, therefore, discharged. Since no representation, 
communication or any document had been received from the 
Meitei Extremist Organizations, either by this Tribunal or its 
Registrar, the evidence was thus concluded and the matter was 
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direpted to be listed for arguments on 18 th & 19 th , April, 2012 at 
Delhi. 

15 . Arguments were addressed by Mr. AS. Chandhiok, 
Additional Solicitor General, assisted by Mr. Baldev Malik and Mr. 
Himanshu Bajaj, Advocates, on behalf of the Union of India. 
Learned ASG requested that the Notification No.2568(E) dated 
13.11.2011 issued under Section 3 (1) of the Act, by the Central 
Government, whereby the aforesaid Meitei Extremist 
Organizations had been declared as unlawful organizations, be 
confirmed. 

16. The Tribunal has perused the documentary evidence placed 

on the record as also the affidavits and the oral evidence adduced 
by the Union of India and the State of Manipur. 

17 . PW-1 Mr. Devesh Deval, Joint Secretary (Home), 
Government of Manipur, in his affidavit by way of evidence (Ex 
PW-1/1) has stated that the problem of insurgency has been 
plaguing Manipur for the last many years and the same has been 
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created by certain Meitei Extremist Organizations, namely, (i) the 
Peoples’ Liberation Army (PLA), an armed wing of the organization 
known as the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF); (ii) the 
Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangieipak (PREPAK); (iii) the 
United National Liberation Front (UNLF); (iv) the Kanglei Yaol 
Kanba Lup (KYKL); (v) the Kangieipak Communist Party (KCP); 
and (vi )the Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF). It has 
been stated by him that the State Government of Manipur has to 
deal with the problem of insurgency in the State of Manipur 
created by these Meitei Extremist Organizations and that the main 
objective of these organizations is to secede Manipur from the 
Union of India and for the formation of an independent sovereign 
country; in other words, the secession of the State of Manipur from 
the Union of India is the objective of the said organizations. It has 
been further stated that these organization do not consider 
themselves and the State of Manipur as part of the sovereign India 
and want to establish independent Manipur and at any conceivable 
opportunity, disrupt the normal activities of life by resorting to 
violence, terror, threat and the like. To achieve their objectives, 




they acquire weapons, arms and ammunitions and for that purpose 
they threaten the public at large to extort money and in the event 
of non-cooperation they resort to eliminate them. The effort of 
these organizations is to create terror and to collect money to 
further their unlawful activities. These organizations give demand 
notices to the Government officials and to the affluent citizens 
demanding that the taxes be paid to them to further their demand 
for secession of State of Manipur. In the event of a visit by the 
Prime Minister or any other top dignitary of this country, they 
exhort the public to boycott the function and threaten them with 
dire consequences in case they attend the function. All the major 
national functions particularly Independence Day as well as the 
Republic Day are boycotted by them. The attendance on the 
national functions is relatively thin on account of the fear created 
by these organizations. 

18. As regards the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF) and the 
Peoples’ Liberation Army (PLA), it has been stated that their 
headquarter is located at Nungket in Myanmar. They have several 
training centres in Myanmar and Indo-Myanmar Border. It is also 
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stated that RPF is "the political wing" and that PLA is its “armed 
wing”. Both these wings have a cadre strength of 700 (Seven 
Hundred) and they deploy urban guerilla warfare of moving in 
small numbers to strike their target or carry out their intended 
activities. They attack police stations, outposts and lay ambush 
against security forces. They collect funds from Government 
departments, employees, businessmen etc.. They are said to have 
close nexus with other similar organizations, such as NSCN(K), 

UNLF, PREPAK, TPDF, ULFA, KCP, UPPK etc. as also with CPI 
(Maoist). It is also a member organization of the Manipur Peoples’ 
Liberation Front (MPLF) which was formed on 01.03.1999 by a 
joint declaration signed by the Chairmen/Presidents of the 
Revolutionary Peoples Front (RPF), The Peoples’ Revolutionary 
Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and United National Liberation 
Front (UNLF). It has further been stated by PW-1 that these two 
wings have more than 500 sophisticated weapons like AK-47, AK~ 

56, M-16, M-18, M-2Q, M-21, M-22, M-23, LMG and Rocket 
Launchers etc. in addition to about 1000 other arms. 
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19. Similar statements have been made by the PW-1 with regard 
to United National Liberation Front (UNLF), Peoples’ Revolutionary 

, I 

Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK), Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL), 
Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP), and Manipur Peoples’ 
Liberation Front (MPLF). 

20 . Along with the affidavit of PW-1, attested copies of FIRs 
registered against the Meitei Extremist Organizations for the period 
from 13.11.2009 to 20.06.2011 along with seizure memos have 
been filed and the same have been marked as Exhibits PW1/2 to 
PW1/6. Ex PW-1/7 consists of seized literature, leaflets, 
newspaper clippings etc. Ex PW-1/8 consists of the synopsis of 
the crimes committed by the various banned organizations, brief 
notes on their activities and abbreviations referring to police 
stations as used in the reports. 

21 . It has been deposed by PW-1 that despite enforcement of 
ban, these banned organizations have been continuing their illegal 
activities. During the period from 13.11.2009 to 20.06.2011 as 
many as 876 FIRs were registered against the said organizations.

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The State has witnessed terrorism related viqjence on a large 
srale since 1979. In view of the aforesaid facts, the State 
Government has recommended for continuation of the declaration 
of these aforementioned organizations as ‘unlawful associations’ 
The deponent has further deposed that in spite of the sincere 
efforts being made by the Government of Manipur and the 
Government of India, there is no cessation in the extremist 
activities and hence it needs to be curbed. It has further been 
deposed that the need to declare these organizations as ‘unlawful 
associations still exits so as to enable the Government of Manipur 
to deal with the maintenance of public order and the security of the 

nation. 

22. PW-2, Mr. Hopson Sapam, Sub-Divisional Police Officer, 

Bishnupur, Manipur, is the Investigating Officer in FIR Case No. 
50(6)2010 NBL-PS u/'s 302/307/326/447/34 IPC 25 (1-C) Arms Act 
and u/s 17/20 Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 registered 
against KCP. The witness has deposed that a report was received 
on 20.06.2010 that one Mr. Nongthombam Sarat Singh, 
Agriculture Officer of Horticulture Department, Bishnupur, was shot

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at by some unknown youths suspected to be members of the 
extremists groups. He has deposed that on receiving the 
information he, along with the police party, went to the spot and 
started investigation. Re has further deposed that the KCP Mobile 
Task Force had claimed responsibility for killing Mr. 
Nongthombam Sarat Singh. It is further deposed that on 
01.07.2010 the witness received reliable information that some 
KCP City Meitei cadres were roaming around Nambol area, who 
are involved in the killing of Nongthombam Sarat Singh whereupon 
he along with the police party reached Nambol and cordoned the 
area and on search of two houses, two KCP City Meitei members 
were arrested. He has further deposed that on arrival at Utlou 
Mayai Leikai and on search two more KCP City Meitei Cadres 
were arrested. On questioning from accused, two more KCP City 
Meitei Cadres were arrested from Kakyai Langpok Bazar. PW-2 
has further deposed that one more KCP City Meitei Cadre was 
arrested on 03.07.2010 from Bishnupur Bazar and during the 
course of interrogation revealed that the accused persons were 
involved in the killing of Mr. Nongthombam Sarat Singh 
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23 . PW-4, Mr. Hushne Jarnan, Additional Superintendent of 

Police (LO) Imphal East District, Manipur, has deposed that he 
was the Investigating Officer in FIR Case No. 21(6)2011 KUB-PS 
u/s 20 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, 25 (1-C) of 
the Arms Act and Section 5 of Explosive Substances Act 
registered against PREPAK. He has deposed that based on 
specified intelligence report received on 15.06.2011 regarding 
concealment of some huge cache of arms and ammunitions of 
PREPAK in and around Kumbi area, a search was conducted by a 
combined team of CDO- Imphal West and CDO- Bishnupur and 
two unknown persons were apprehended, who admitted to be the 
active members of PREPAK. On further questioning, the two 
arrested persons disclosed that they were working with one Ms. 
Wahengbam Ongbi Amurei Devi and accordingly Amurei Devi was 
also arrested. On further questioning, all the three arrested 
individuals disclosed that a huge cache of arms and ammunitions 
were kept concealed at a fish farm covered with plastic situated at 
Kombi, Awang Khanou fish farm. The witness has deposed that a 
search was conducted and one big size shell, six RPG shells, 13 
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RPG shell extensors, U.S. carbine Magazines, one G-3 Rifle 
Magazine, thirty Lethode shells and seventeen Mortar Shell were

recovered. On further questioning«and at the pointing out of Ms. 
Amurei Devi, one AK-56 Rifle with one Magazine having thirty live 
rounds and one M-16 Rifle with one Magazine were recovered. 

24 . PW-5, Mr. Lenin Lamabam, Sub-Divisional Police Officer, 
Moirang, Manipur has deposed that he is the present Investigating 
Officer in FIR Case No. 21(6)2011KUB-PS u/s 20 Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 25 (1-C) Arms Act and 5 Explosive 
Substances Act registered against PREPAK. He has deposed 
that he took over the charge from PW-4 on 29.12.2011 

25 . PW-6, Mr. S. Ibomcha Singh, Deputy Superintendent of 
Police, Commando, Imphal (West), Manipur has deposed he was 
the Investigating Officer in FIR Case No. 9(02)/2010 City PS u/s 
18/20 of Unlawful Activities (Act), 25 (1-B) of Arms Act and Section 
5 of Explosive of Substances Act registered against RPF/PLA. He 
has further deposed that he was also the Investigating Officer in 
FIR Case No. 119(12)/2009 City PS 384/34 IPC, 16/17/20 of the 
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Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act and 25 (1-B) of Arms Act 
registered against UNLF. 

26 . He has deposed that on 17.02.2010 on receiving a credible 

intelligence report that some RPF/ PLA Cadres were laundering in 
and around Bazar area for committing prejudicial activity, a search 
was conducted and one youth was arrested who disclosed that he 
was an over ground worker of RPF/PLA. On further interrogation, 
he disclosed that he used to transport arms and ammunitions for 
the PLA and that huge number of assorted arms and ammunitions 
had been kept concealed by him at the residence of Mr. Sanabam 
Pungou Singh and Mr. Moirangphem Ibomcha Singh. It has been 
deposed that on the pointing out of Mr. Sanabam Porigou Singh, 
2100 AK ammunitions, 500 M-16 ammunitions, 70 Lethode bomb, 
10 Chinese hand grenade along with detonators, 13 Chinese 
made 2 Mortar Shells, 2 AK Magazine, 1 Nokia Mobile hand set 
and 1 Activa Scooter were recovered and Mr. Sanabam Pumgou 
Singh ^nd Mr. Moirangphem Ibomcha Singh were arrested and 
that the arrested persons are over ground worker of RPF/PLA. 
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27. PW-6 has further deposed that on 19.12.2009 based on 
intelligence input that some cadres of UNLF were going to 
organize a joint meeting at the building of Johnstone Higher 
Secondary School, he along with his team reached the spot and 
conducted frisking and checking. While conducting frisking, two 
suspected persons were arrested, namely, Mr. Naorem Kiran, an 
Assistant RO IW of UNLF and Mr. Ningthoujam Helendro Singh, a 
Rifleman of 4 th IRB (E Company) carrying' his Rifleman number 
405331. It is further deposed that on the disclosure of these two 
arrested persons follow up action was conducted and seven more 
persons, one of them being the Executive Engineer of Loktak 
Development Authority, namely, Mr. Oinam Ibopishak Singh, was 
arrested and three AK -56 Rifles without Magazine, one double 
barrel gun, one inverter, 170 AK 56 Projectiles, ten double barrel 
ammunitions, one utensil and one solar lamp plate were 
recovered. It is further deposed that during the course of 
investigation it revealed that Mr. Oinam Ibopishak Singh, the 
Executive Engineer of Loktak Development Authority, was involved 
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in collection of money and helping and "holding meetings with 
members of the terrorist organization UNLF. 

28. PW-7„ Mr. N. Madhunimai Singh, Sub Divisional Police 

Officer, Imphal West, Manipur has deposed that he is the 
Investigating Officer in Case FIR No. 227 (4)11 IPS u/s17/20 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act'and Section 5 of Explosive 
Substances Act registered against KYKL. He has deposed that on 
13.04.2011 reliable information was received -regarding the 
presence of hardcore cadres of KYKL in and around Keishampat 
area. Acting on this credible input, one person namely Mr. 
Maibam Roshan, was detained who disclosed that first he was an 
active member of the UNLF. On further interrogation, he disclosed 
that now he is now an active member of KYKL. PW-7 further 
deposed that during his body search two Chinese hand grenade 
were recovered from his possession. On the disclosure of the said 
Mr. Maibam Roshan one Ms. Lairenlakpan Lily was also arrested 
who disclosed that she is a member of KYKL and that she was 
involved in serving demand letters to the government employees 
and general public and also involved in the transportation of arms 
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■ and ammunitions for KYKL. She further disclosed that she had 
collected huge amount of money from various shops. 

29. PW-3, Mr. J.P.N. Singh, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, tendered his affidavit dated 10.02.2012 in 
evidence (Ex. PW-3/1) and stated that in Manipur militant activities 
are mainly carried out by the Meitei underground outfits which 
include PLA, RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP and KYKL. He has 
further deposed that in view of the prevailing security situation in 
Manipur, the entire State of Manipur excluding Imphal Municipal 
Area has been declared as disturbed area under the Armed 
Forces(Special Power) Act, 1958 by the Governor of Manipur from 
time to time. He further deposed that the declared objective of the 
aforesaid organizations is to establish a sovereign State of 
Manipur by secession of Manipur State from India and these outfits 
have been engaging themselves in armed means to achieve their 
objectives. 

30. It has been further deposed that the fragile law and order 
situation in the State of Manipur remains a cause of concern. The 
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Security Forces remain the prime target of Meitei underground 
outfits. The details of violent incidents by these militant 
organizations in the last two-and-a-half years (till 31 st December, 


2011) are given below:-

31. PW-3 has further deposed that apart from violent activities. 

they indulge in extortions from general public and siphoning of 
development funds by coercion. He has further deposed that the 
Meitei outfits have intensified their campaign against non-Manipur, 
residents of the State. It has been deposed that during 2011 (till 
13 th June, 2011) various front organizations of UNLF took up 
‘plebiscite’ campaign with at least 36 public meetings and 
conferences held in the valley raising demands for withdrawal of 
Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958. It has been further 
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deposed that the Meitel outfits have not shown any inclination to 
adjure violence and take recourse to peace talks. A gist of the 
incidents committed by these organizations relating to the period 
from 01.01.2011 to 28.05.2011 are marked sfs Ex PW-3/3. 

32. PW-3 has further deposed that the Meitei Underground 
outfits maintain close links with other extremist organizations in the 
North East such as United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA), All 
Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), National Liberation Front of Tripura 
(NLFT) and Communist Party of India (Moist) which have been 
declared unlawful associations and terrorist organizations under 
the Act. They have also been maintaining links with National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland [NSCN (I/M)] and National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland [NSCN (K)]. The Meitei underground outfits 
have been maintaining links with other extremist organizations with 
a view to securing their assistance for procurement of arms and 
also for training of their cadres for the purpose of achieving their 
secessionist objectives. PW-3 has further deposed that the 
PLA/RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP KYKL and MPLF have camps in 
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Bangladesh and Myanmar and they are also maintaining training 
centres and arsenal depots in these countries. 

33. PW-3 has further deposed that the Meitei Extremist 
Organizations are extremely active and that if these organizations 
had not been declared "unlawful associations’’ immediately after 
12 th November, 2011, these associations would have taken undue 
advantage of the situation and mobilized their cadres for escalating 
secessionist, subversive, terrorist and violent activities. He has 
further deposed that the police and security forces, in such an 
eventuality, would have found it difficult to detain and prosecute 
even those who were apprehended. It has further been deposed 
that it was, therefore, considered necessary to give effect to the 
Notification (Ex PW-3/4) declaring these organizations as "unlawful 
associations” from the date of its publication in the official gazette. 

34. The Tribunal has also examined the secret documents which 

had been handed over by the Central Government in separate 
sealed covers (Ex. PW-3/2).

35. The Tribunal has gone through the documentary evidence 

placed on record, the affidavits anci oral evidence adduced by the 
Union of India and the Government of Manipur. 

36. The evidence led on behalf of the Central Government and 
the Government of Manipur has not been controverted. There is 
nothing on record to contradict it. There is no reason to disbelieve 
the statements made by the various witnesses and the 
documentary evidence which has been submitted in support of the 
oral testimonies and the affidavits by way of evidence 

37. After considering the entire evidence and all the material 
placed on the record, the Tribunal is of the view that there was 
sufficient cause for declaring the Meitei Extremist Organizations to 
be unlawful Consequently, the Tribunal confirms the declaration 
made by the Central Government in the Notification No.S.0.2568 
(E) dated 13 th November, 2011 issued under Section 3 (1) of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
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38. It is pertinent to mention that after hearing arguments and 
after recording evidence, the Tribunal on 26 lh April, 2012 had 


passed the following order:- 

"Arguments heard. 

From the evidence on record, it transpires that 
during investigation, the Police has prima facie found 
that a number of State Government officers as well as 
State Police officers are involved in subversive 
activities under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967. For instance; Mr. O. Ibopishank Singh serving 
as Executive Engineer of Loktak Development 
Authority during police investigation was found to be 
collecting money and helping the terrorist organization 
UNLF. Further Mr. N. Sanayaima Singh of HeiroK 
Part-ll Bazar was also found involved in subversive 
activities even though he was employed as a Rifleman 
of 4 th IRB (E-Company). Also, the Police investigation 
in the murder of Mr. Nongthombam Sarat Singh of 
Nambol Oinam revealed that KCP terrorists had killed 
the victim on the suspicion that he was working under 
Dyamani alias Poirei of KCP Noyon group from Oinam. 

It is also evident from the evidence on record that 
a large number of violent incidents have taken place in 
Manipur. In fact, 659 in 2009, 365 in 2010 and 298 in 
2011. However, charge sheet has been filed only in 
one case till date. 

Mr. A.S. Chandhiok, learned Additional Solicitor 
General states that both the Central and State 
Governments have taken certain steps to remove the 
aforesaid anomalies. 

Let the State Government file an affidavit within 
two days. 

Order reserved." 
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39. In response to the aforesaid order, Ms. L. Ibeyaima Devi, 

Deputy Resident Commissioner, Government of Manipur at New 

Delhi has filed an affidavit dated 28 th April, 2012. The said affidavit 

is reproduced hereinbelow:-

solemnly affirm and state as follows > 

1. That I am the Deputy Resident Commissioner, 

Manipur Bhawan, New Delhi. I have gone through the 
relevant papers, pertaining to the above matter, placed 
before me and have understood the same and as such 
I am competent to swear this affidavit on behalf of the 
State of Manipur and I have also been authorized to do 
so. ■ ■ ■■'■' 

2. That the State of Manipur has taken up a 
decision in principle for setting up of a Special Court 
under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 for 
which the modalities are being worked out at the 
highest level in the Government The matter is 
presently with the Law Department, Government of 
Manipur. 

3. That a re-verification process of antecedents of 
police personnel has been initiated by the Manipur 
Police Department to purge it of unwarranted elements 
having links with unlawful organizations and such 
exercise is being done for all other employees also 
recruited under the State Government. 

4. That as per records available so far, nine police 
personnel have been dismissed from service under

in subversive activities. Copies of the dismissal orders 
dated 31.10.09 in respect of four police personnel 
namely Md. Warish: Md. Abdur Rahaman; Md. Abdul 
Khalique and Md. Amjad Khan who have been 
dismissed from service vide order dated 31.10.09 find 
their places also in the said list at serial No. 15 and 24. 
It is evident from the said list that the police personnel 
at serial No. 5. 9. 14, 22 & 29 have also been dismissed 
from service making a total of nine dismissal. Police 
personnel at serial No.1, 6, 1, 8, 12 & 13 have been 
awarded punishment like stoppage of increment. 
Police personnel at serial No. 10 and 19 have been re¬ 
instated as the charges leveled against them being not 
proved whereas in respect of {he remaining police 
personnel . either the Departmental Enquiries or the 
investigations of their cases are pending. A copy of the 
said list is annexed herewith as ANNEXURE-R/2. 

5. That the Government of Manipur has introduced 
e-payment through an initiative called “Manipur Green” 
to prevent pilferage of funds to the unlawful 
associations from the State Exchequer to contain 
activities of terrorists. The Government of Manipur has 
issued an Office Memorandum dated 23.11.2011 in 
that regard followed by another Office Memorandum 
dated 28.3.2012 stating that e-payment wifi be strictly 
followed with effect from 1.4.2012 except the few 
exemptions granted for certain kinds of payments. 
Copies of the Office Memorandum dated 23.11.2011 
and 28.3.2012 are annexed herewith as ANNEXURE- 
R/3 (Colly.) 

6. That as per the information received from the 
Director General of Police, a total of 8 charge sheets 
have been filed and 50 charge sheets are likely to be 
filed during the next month, the stages of which are 
given as under:

7. That the State of Manipur has taken a note of the 
observations made by this Hon'ble Tribunal and in the 
said context, the State is committed to and has already 
commenced the process of taking remedial measures 
m the light of the said observations. ” 


40. Keeping in view the aforesaid affidavit, the Tribunal 
directs that the Secretary (Home), Government of 
Manipur shall hold meeting once in two months with Home 
Secretary or next senior-most officer in the Home 
Ministry, Union of India to co-ordinate all actions so that 
the Act is implemented in its right earnestness without the 
same being misused.
